Care of Motors 
With reference to care of electric 

motors on the farm, R. B. Martin, 

Extension Agricultural Engineer for 


than normal current and this will be 
harmful if allowed to continue too 
long. The simplest kind of protec: 
tive device is the ordinary fuse, 
However, this protects only the 
Wiring to the motor and does not 
protect the motor windings. An or- 
dinary fuse is not proper motor pro- 
tection. Overload protective devices 
should be used in addition to fusing. 
Some motors have built-in protective 
equipment but most have not, 


The second consideration is lubri- 
cation, Probably more electric mot- 
ors are injured by too much lubrica- 
tion than by ‘too little, Mr. Martin 
advises that electric motors require 
very little in the way of lubrication 
and he recommend# that oiling in- 
structions as given with the motor 
be followed at all times. 

Here briefly are some other fac- 
tors which, if, not watched, . will 
shorten the life of your electric 
motor-—-excessive friction, (wear on 
the bearings due to the belt being 
too tight), excessive vibration, mis- 
alignment, (not having the motor 
pulley in line with the driven pulley) 
excessive dust, and dampness. 

Of the different kinds of electric 
motors, each is suited for some par- 
ticular joo better than others. Don't 
always buy the cheapest motor. If 
you are not sure of the type you re- 
quire ask your salesman or a rep- 
resentative of the power company.

Mungindi, Australia-—Wild pigs are 
becoming a menace to farmers in 


parts of New South. rr. and 
Queensland. 


say the pigs have, increused in alarm- 
‘ng number over the past few: years. 
They give the shortage of ammuni- 
tion for their destruction as one ot | 
the major causes for the, increase. 

In previous years: farmers organt- 
zed regular shooting parties. to keep 
them down. Last yeat 33,000 pigs 
were destroyed in Queensland. 

The pigs attack young jambs weak- | 
ened by the prolonged drought in the 
area and eat sheep bogged in the 
fast drying-up waterboles. c 

But it is as an ally of the rabbit 
that the farmers dread the pigs most. 
‘They charge through rabbit proof 
fences where the mech ig rusted and 
allow the rabbits to pass through. 

Wire mesh is almiost impossible to 
obtain, and netting erected before the! 
war is weak from rust. 

The Australian wild pig ja. Gescend- 
ed from the domestic pig. It, grows 
much longer legs than the domestic 
animal and runs faster. ö 

During the past three or four yean 
the pigs have spread south to coun- 
try not previously regarded ne “pig 
country.”
